In midfield, exchanges were 
lively enough to suggest the pos- 
sibility, at least, of several goals 
from somebody, eventually. 
But it was not to be. 


Barry Baker offered the first 
true shot of the match after 
four minutes, but England in- 
ternational Rod Haider went 
nearer for Hendon three 
minutes later when his attempt 
was barged down via John 
Maskell’s body. 


Trying hard to make amends 
for his dismissal during the 
Senior Cup match at York 
Road, Searle flung a 20-yarder 
at Swannell, but missed several 
good chances and couldn’t 
pierce the Hendon defence be- 
fore half-time. 


The Claremont roaders used 
substitute Ray Poole for Hog- 
wood from the resumption. 
Yet the newcomer found him- 
self involved in a far scrappier 
game as passes went astray with 
increasing regularity in cither 
side’s build-up.
